Be  it  enacteel  hy  the  Senate  and  JIouHe  of  Bepre-^entathcK  of  the  United 
Statei^  of  America  in  Conyrexx  a^sendded^  That  the  following-  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  L'nited  States  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in  full  compensation 
for  the  liscal  ^^ear  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  live, 
for  the  purposes  and  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  namely:

General  expenses.  Weather  Bureau;  Every  expenditure  requi¬ 
site  for  and  incident  to  the  establishment,  equipment,  and  maintenance 
of  meteorological  observation  stations  in  the  United  States,  in  the 
West  Indies  or  on  adjacent  coasts,  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  in  Ber¬ 
muda.  including  the  purchase  of  scientific  and  other  publications, 
stationery,  furniture,  instruments,  storm-warning  towers,  and  all 
other  necessary  supplies  and  materials;  for  rents  of  offices;  for  travel¬ 
ing  expenses;  for  freight  and  express  charges;  for  telegraphing,  tele¬ 
phoning,  or  cabling  reports  and  messages,  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  agreement  with  the  companies  performing 
the  service;  for  maintenance  and  repair  of  seacoast  telegraph,  telephone, 
and  cable  lines;  for  investigations  on  climatology;  for  experiments  in 
wireless  telegraphy;  for  river  observations  and  reports;  for  rain 
observations  and  reports;  for  snow  observations  and  reports;  for  ice 
observations  and  reports;  for  crop  observations  and  reports;  for 
aerial  observations  and  reports;  for  storm  and  other  warnings  and 
reports;  for  hurricane  observations  and  reports,  including  pay  of 
special  observers  and  displaymen.  none  of  whom  shall  receive  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars  per  month;  and  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
printing  office  in  the  city  of  Vrashington.  including  the  purchase  of 
necessary  supplies  and  materials  for  printing  weather  maps,  bulletins, 
circulars,  forms,  monthly  reviews,  and  other  publications,  and  for  pay 
of  assistant  foremen,  proof  readers,  compositors,  pressmen,  lithogra¬ 
phers.  and  folders  and  feeders,  five  hundred  and  seventv-two  thousand 
dollars. 

Buildings.  Weather  Bureau:  For  the  purchase  of  sites  and  the 
erection  of  not  less  than  five  buildings  for  use  as  Weather  Bureau 
observatories,  and  for  ail  necessary  labor,  materials,  and  expenses, 
plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  and  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Weather  Bureau,  including  the  purchase  of  instruments,  furniture, 
supplies,  hagstaffs.  and  storm-warning  towers  to  properly  equip  these 
stations:  Prodded.  That  if  any  of  the  money  for  these  several  build¬ 
ings  remains  unexpended  for  the  special  purposes  for  which  it  is 
appropri-ated,  so  much  of  it  as  is  necessary  may  be  expended  for  the 
repair,  improvement,  and  equipment  of  any  other  buildings  or  grounds 
owned  by  the  Government  and  occupied  by  the  Weather  Bureau,  forty- 
eight  thousand  dollars. 
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Cables  and  land  lines,  Weathee  Bureau:  For  the  purchase  and 
construction  of  cables  and  land  lines  to  connect  Fort  Canhy.  Washing¬ 
ton.  with  Flavel,  Oregon;  North  Manitou  Island.  Michigan,  with  South 
Manitou  Island.  Michigan:  and  the  repairs  to  the  telegraph  line  from 
Norfolk.  Virginia,  to  Hatteras,  North  Carolina,  and  the  extension  of 
the  same  to  Roanoke  Island,  North  Carolina,  including  necessary  labor 
and  materials  for  all  of  the  above-named  cables  and  lines,  twenty-seven 
thousand  dollars.

General  expenses.  Bureau  of  Animal  Indl'Stey:  For  carrving 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  ^lay  twenty-ninth,  ei^’hteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four,  establishing  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industrv. 
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aiul  tlio  Act  approved  Aii<>’iist  thirtieth,  ei_<i-hteeii  hundred  and  ninety 
providino-  for  an  ins])eeti()n  of  meats  and  animals,  and  tlu'  pi-ovisions 
of  the  Act  a})proved  March  third,  eiohtecm  liimdrial  and  ninety-one, 
providino-  for  the  inspection  of  live  cattle',  hoo-s,  and  the  carcassc^s  and 
products  thereof  which  are  the  subjects  of  intc'rstate  arid  forcuori  com¬ 
merce,  and  for  other  purposes,  aud  to  t)r('scril)e  rulers  and  rc'o-ulations 
for  the  safe  transport  and  humane  treatment  of  ext)ort  cattle' from  the 
rnited  States  to  foreign  countries,  and  the  amendatorv  Act  ap[)roved 
March  second,  eig-hteeu  hundred  and  ninety-five,  providing  for  the 
inspection  of  live  cattle,  hogs,  and  the  carcasses  and  products  thereof 
which  are  the  subjects  of  interstate  and  foreign  commerce,  and  for 
other  purposes,  and  also  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  February 
seconei,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  enable  the  Secretaiy  of  Agri¬ 
culture  to  more  elfectually  suppress  and  prevent  the  spread  of  conta¬ 
gious  and  infectious  diseases  of  live  stock,  and  for  other  purposes : 
Provided,  That  live  horses  be  entitled  to  the  same  inspection  as  other 
animals  herein  named:  Provided firrther.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  may  in  his  discretion  waive  the  requirement  of  a  certificate 
with  beef  and  other  products,  which  are  exported  to  countries  that 
do  not  require  such  inspection,  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty^ 
thousand  dollars;  and  the  Secretaiy  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized 
to  use  any  part  of  this  sum  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient,  in 
such  manner  as  he  may  think  best,  in  the  collection  of  information 
concerning  live  stock,  dairy  and  other  animal  products,  and  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  blackleg,  tuberculosis,  sheep  scab, 
glanders  or  farcy,  hog  cholera,  and  other  diseases  of  animals, 
and  for  this  purpose  to  employ  as  many  persons  in  the  city  of 
'Washington  or  elsewhere  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  expend 
any  part  of  this  sum  in  the  purchase  and  destruction  of  diseased 
or  exposed  animals  and  the  quarantine  of  the  same  whenever  in  his 
judgment  it  is  essential  to  prevent  the  spread  of  pleuro-pneumonia, 
tuberculosis,  or  other  diseases  of  animals  from  one  State  to  another; 
for  improving  and  maintaining  the  Bureau  Experiment  Station  at 
Bethesda,  Maryland;  to  establish,  improve,  and  maintain  quarantine 
stations,  and  to  pro\  ide  proper  shelter  and  equipment  for  the  care  of 
neat  cattle,  domestic  and  other  animals  imported  at  such  ports  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary;  for  printing  and  publishing  such  reports  relat¬ 
ing  to  animal  industry  as  he  may  direct;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  may  use  so  much  of  this  sum  as  he  deems  necessary  for  pro¬ 
moting  the  extension  and  development  of  foreign  markets  for  dairy 
and  other  farm  products  of  the  United  States,  and  for  suitable  trans¬ 
portation  of  the  same;  and  such  products  may  be  bought  in  open 
market  and  disposed  of  at  the  discretioji  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  and  he  is  authorized  to  apply  the  moneys  received  from  the  sales 
of  such  products  toward  the  continuation  and  repetition  of  such  experi¬ 
mental  exports;  and  the  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  rent  a  suit¬ 
able  building  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  an  annual  rental  of  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  as  a  labora¬ 
tory  for  said  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry;  and  the  employees  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industiw  outside  of  the  city  of  Washington  may 
hereafter,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  without 
additional  expense  to  the  Government,  be  granted  leaves  of  absence 
not  to  exceed  fifteen  da3’s  in  any  one  year:  Provided,  That  the  Secre¬ 
taiy  of  Agriculture  may  construe  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March 
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third,  eio’liteen  hundred  and  ninety-one.  as  amended  March  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninet^^-five,  for  the  inspection  of  live  cattle  and 
products  thereof,  to  include  dairv  products  intended  for  exportation 
to  any  foreign  country  and  may  apply,  under  rules  and  regulations  to 
be  prescribed  by  him,  tlie  provisions  of  said  Act  for  inspection  and 
certitication  appropriate  for  ascertaining  the  purity  and  quality  of  such 
products,  and  mav  cause  the  same  to  be  so  marked,  stamped  or  labeled 
as  to  secure  their  identity  and  make  known  in  the  markets  of  foreign 
countries  to  which  they  may  be  sent  from  the  United  States  their 
purity,  qualiU^,  and  grade:  and  all  the  provisions  of  said  act  relating 
»  to  live  cattle  and  products  thereof  for  export  shall  apply  to  dairy 
products  so  inspected  and  certified.

of  Aii’ricnlture  and  his  successors  jurisdiction  over  so  much  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  land  in  Alexandria  County.  Virginia,  known  as  the  Arlington 
estate,  as  lies  east  of  the  public  road  leading  from  the  Aqueduct  Bridge 
to  Alexandria.  Virginia,  otherwise  called  the  Georgetown  and  Alexan¬ 
dria  road,  and  between  said  road  and  the  Potomac  River,  containing 
about  four  hundred  acres,  with  the  exception,  however,  of  a  strip  of 
land  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  point  where  the  Georgetown  and 
Alexandria  road  enters  the  Arlington  estate  on  the  north  side,  thence 
along  said  road  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  yards,  thence  in  a  line 
perpendicular  to  said  road  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  thence 
along  said  canal  to  the  north  line  of  the  reservation,  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

Tea-culture  ixvestigatioxs:  For  all  expenses  necessary,  including 
the  emplovment  of  labor  in  the  city  of  A  ashington  or  elsewhere,  to 
enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  and  report  on  the

Purchase  axd  distributiox  of  valuable  seeds:  For  the  pur¬ 
chase.  propagation,  testing,  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds,  bulbs, 
trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants:  for  repairs  of  present  seed 
building,  not  to  exceed  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars:  the 
employment  of  local  and  special  agents,  clerks,  assistants,  and  other 
labor  required,  in  the  city  of  A^ashington  and  elsewhere:  all  necessary 
office  fixtures  and  supplies,  fuel,  transportation,  paper,  twine,  gum. 
printing,  postal  cards,  gas.  and  electric  current:  traveling  expenses, 
and  all  necessary  material  and  repairs  for  putting  up  and  distril)uting 
the  same,  and  to  be  distributed  in  localities  adapted  to  their  culture, 
two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars,  of  which  amonnt  not  less 
than  two  hundred  and  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  allotted  for  Con¬ 
gressional  distribution. 

And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  to  expend  the 
said  sum.  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the  purchase,  testing  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  such  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and 
plants,  the  best  he  can  obtain  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  such  as 
shall  be  suitable  for  the  respective  localities  to  which  the  same  are  to 
be  apportioned,  and  in  which  same  are  to  be  distributed  as  hereinafter 
stated,  and  such  seeds  so  purchased  shall  include  a  variety  of  vegetable 
and  fiower  seeds  suitable  for  planting  and  culture  in  the  various  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  United  States.  An  equal  proportion  of  two-thirds  of  all 
seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants  shall,  upon  their 
request,  after  due  notification  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that 
the  allotment  to  their  respective  districts  is  ready  for  distribution, 
be  supplied  to  Senators,  Representatives,  and  Delegates  in  Congress 
for  distribution  among  their  constituents,  or  mailed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  upon  the  receipt  of  their  addressed  franks:  such  franks  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Public  Printer  as  is  now  done  for  document  slips 
with  the  names  of  Senators.  Members,  and  Delegates  printed  thereon, 
and  the  words  ‘’Lnited  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  C'ono-res- 
sional  Seed  Distribution,  or  such  other  phraseoloo-v  as  the  Secretarv 
may  direct;  and  the  person  receiving  such  seeds  shall  be  requested 
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to  inform  tlie  I )o])arlnumt  of  tlu'  results  of  the  (‘XjX'rinKMits  tln'rowith : 
Prorhled.  'I'luit  all  sc'ecls.  hulhs,  phuits.  iind  cuttinos  li(‘r(Mn  allott(‘(l  to 
Senators,  Hepresentati\'es.  and  Deleo’atc's  in  ('ono  r(\s.s  for  distrihiition 
reniainino-  um‘all(Hl  for  on  the  tirst  of  A})ril  shall  he  (list  rihiiled  by  the 
Seeretarv  of  Ao-riculture,  o-ivino-  preference  to  those  })ersons  whose 
names  and  addresses  have  hetm  furnished  by  Senators  and  llej)i’esent- 
ativcs  in  Cono-ress.  and  who  have  not  before,  durino-  the  same  season, 
))een  supplied  by  the  Department:  And  ])i'oi'ideil(jho^  That  the  Seeretarv 
shall  report,  as  provided  in  this  Act.  the  place,  ([uantity.  and  price  of 
seeds  purchased,  and  the  date  of  purchase;  but  nothing  in  this  para¬ 
graph  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from 
sending  seeds  to  those  who  apply  for  the  same.  And  the  amount 
herein  appropriated  shall  not  be  diverted  or  used  for  anv  other  pur¬ 
pose  but  for  the  purchase,  testing,  propagation,  and  distribution  of 
valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  mulberry  and  other  rare  and  valuable  trees, 
shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants:  Provided,  hov'ever.  That  upon  each 
envelope  or  wrapper  containing  packages  of  seeds  the  contents  thereof 
shall  be  plainly  indicated,  and  the  Secretary  shall  not  distribute  to  any 
Senator,  Representative,  or  Delegate  seeds  entirely  untit  for  the  cli¬ 
mate  and  locality  he  represents,  but  shall  distribute  the  same  so  that 
each  member  may  have  seeds  of  equal  value,  as  near  as  may  be.  and 
the  best  adapted  to  the  locality  he  represents:  Provided  also.  That  the 
seeds  allotted  to  Senators  and  Representatives  for  distribution  in  the 
districts  embraced  within  the  twenty-tifth  and  thirty-fourth  parallels 
of  latitude  shall  be  ready  for  delivery  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of 
January:  Provided  further.  forty  thousand  dollars  of  the  sum 

thus  appropriated,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  direct,  may  be  used  to  collect,  purchase,  test,  propagate,  and 
distribute  rare  and  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings, 
and  plants  from  foreign  countries  or  from  our  possessions  for  experi¬ 
ments  with  reference  to  their  introduction  into  and  cultivation  in-this 
country;  and  the  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants 
thus  collected,  purchased,  tested,  and  propagated  shall  not  be  included 
in  general  distribution,  but  shall  be  used  for  experimental  tests  to 
be  carried  on  with  the  cooperation  of  the  agricultural  experiment 
stations. 

Investigating  production  of  domestic  sugar:  For  all  expenses, 
including  the  employment  of  labor  in  the  city  of  Washington  or  else¬

American  food  products  intended  for 
countries  where  chemical  and  physical  tests  are  required  before  said 
food  products  are  allowed  to  be  sold  in  the  countries  mentioned,  and 
for  all  necessary  expenses  connected  with  such  inspection  and  studies 
of  methods  of  analysis  in  foreign  countries:  to  enable  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  in  collaboration  with  the  Association  of  Official  Agricul¬ 
tural  Chemists,  and  such  other  experts  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to 
establish  standards  of  purity  for  food  products  and  to  determine  what 
are  regarded  as  adulterations  therein,  for  the  guidance  of  the  officials 
of  the  various  States  and  of  the  courts  of  justice.

Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  open  such  original  packages  and 
deliver  "specimens  to  the  Secretaiy  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose 
mentioned,  giving  notice  to  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  articles 
who  mav  be  present  and  have  the  right  to  introduce  testimony:  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  refuse  delivery  to  the  consignee  of 
any  such  goods  which  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reports  to  him 
have  been  inspected  and  analyzed  and  found  to  be  dangerous  to  health, 
or  falselv  labeled  or  branded,  either  as  to  their  contents  or  as  to  the 
place  of  their  manufacture  or  production  or  vdiich  are  forl)idden  entry 
or  to  be  sold,  or  are  restricted  in  sale  in  the  countries  in  which  they 
are  made  or  from  which  they  are  exported,  employing  such  assistants, 
clerks,  and  other  persons  as  the  Secretaiy  of  Agriculture  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  purpose  named,  one  hundred  and  thirty-tive  thousand 
dollars:  Provided^  That  if  found  necessarv,  one  tliou^and  tive  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  of  the  amount  hereby  appropriated  may  be  used  for  the 
purchase  and  installment  of  a  new  boiler  in  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry: 
Provided  cdso.  That  not  to  exceed  tifteen  thousand  dollars  of  this  sum 
ma}"  be  used  to  investigate  the  chemical  and  physical  character  of 
road  materials:  And  jrro elded  further.

Agricultural  Experiment  Stations:  To  carry  into  effect  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  an  Act  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  entitled  ‘‘An  Act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations 
in  connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under 
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the  provisions  of  an  Act  approved  Juh"  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  and  of  the  Acts  supplementary  thereto/'  and  to  enforce 
the  execution  thereof,  eig’ht  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars;  fort}" 
thousand  dollars  of  which  sum  shall  be  payable  upon  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  enable  him  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
section  three  of  said  Act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  prescribe  the  form  of 
the  annual  linancial  statement  required  by  section  three  of  said  Act  of 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven;  shall  ascertain 
whether  the  expenditures  under  the  appropriation  hereby  made  are  in 
accordance  Avith  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and  shall  make  report 
thereon  to  Congress. 

And  the  SecretaiT  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
such'  assistants,  clerks,  and  other  persons  as  he  may  deem  necessary, 
in  the  city  of  AVashington  and  elsewhere,  and  to  incur  such  other  ex¬ 
penses  for  office  tixtures  and  supplies,  stationery,  traA"eling,  freight 
and  express  charges,  illustration  of  the  Experiment  Station  Record, 
bulletins,  and  reports,  as  he  may  find  essential  in  carrying  out  the 
objects  of  the  aboA"e  Acts,  and  the  sums  apportioned  to  the  several 
States  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance;  and  the  Secretaiy  of  Agri¬ 
culture  is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  to  such  institutions  or  indiA"id- 
uals  as  may  care  to  buy  them  copies  of  the  card  index  of  agricultural 
literature  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  and  charge 
for  the  same  a  price  coA"ering  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the 
preparatiqn  of  these  copies,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  the 
moneys  received  toward  the  expense  of  the  preparation  of  the  index, 
and  this  fund  shall  be  aA^ailable  until  used;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  forty-five  thousand  dollars  of 
which  sum  to  establish  and  maintain  agricultural  experiment  stations 
in  the  Territories  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Porto  Rico,  including  the 
erection  of  buildings,  the  printing  (in  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico),  illustra¬ 
tion,  and  distribution  of  reports  and  bulletins:  Provided.  That  not 
more  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  such  stations  in  any  one  of  said  Territories:  and  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  sell  such  products  as  are  obtained  on 
the  land  belonging  to  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  Alaska. 
Hawaii,  and  Porto  Rico,  and  to  apply  the  moneys  receiA^ed  from  the 
sale  of  such  products  to  the  maintenance  of  said  stations,  and  this 
fund  shall  be  available  until  used;  in  all,  eight  hundred  and  ten  thou¬ 
sand  dollars:  Provided.,  That  fiA'e  thousand  dollars  of  this  sum  shall  be 
used  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  and  report  upon 
the  organization  and  progress  of  farmers*  institutes  in  the  seA'eral  States 
and  Territories,  and  upon  similar  organizations  in  foreign  countries, 
with  special  suggestions  of  plans  and  methods  for  making  such  organi¬ 
zations  more  etfectiA^e  for  the  dissemination  of  the  results  of  the  Avork 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  agricultural  experiment 
stations  and  of  improA^ed  methods  of  agricultural  practice.

Nutrition  investigations:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  nutritiA"e  ATilue*  of  the  ATirious 
ai  tides  and  commodities  used  for  human  food,  Avith  special  sug’g*estions 
of  full,  Avholesome,  and  edible  rations  less  wasteful  and  more  econom¬ 
ical  than  those  in  common  use,  including  specfiil  iiiA^estigations  on 
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the  nutritive  value  and  economy  of  the  diet  in  pu))lic  institutions:  ;ind 
the  agricultural  experiment  stations  are  hereby  authorized  and  direct(‘d 
to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  carrying  out  said 
investigations  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  may  be  wari’anted 
by  a  due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of*  the  respective 
States  and  Territories,  and  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon;  and  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  said  stations 
to  report  to  him  the  results  of  any  such  investigations  which  they  may 
carry  out.  whether  in  cooperation  with  said  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
or  otherwise,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Irrigatiox  axd  drainage  ixa'estigatioxs:  To  enable  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  laws  of  the  States 
and  Territories  as  ad'ecting  irrigation  and  the  rigdits  of  appropriators 
and  of  riparian  proprietors  and  institutions  relating  to  irrigation ^ind 
upon  the  use  of  irrigation  waters,  at  home  and  abroad:  with  especial 
•suggestions  of  the  best  methods  for  the  utilization  of  irrigation  waters 
in  agriculture,  and  upon  plans  for  the  removal  of  seepage  and  surplus 
waters  by  drainage,  and  upon  the  use  of  dilferent  kinds  of  power  and 
appliances  for  irrigation  and  drainage,  and  for  the  preparation,  print¬ 
ing.  and  illustration  of  reports  and  bulletins  on  irrigation  and  drainage, 
including  employment  of  labor  in  the  city  of  Washington  or  elsewhere: 
and  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  carrying 
out  said  investigatious^in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  may  be 
warranted  by  a  due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  and 
laws  of  the  respective  States  and  Territories  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon,  and  all  necessary  expenses,  sixty-seven  thousand  live 
hundred  dollars. 

Public  road  inquiries:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
make  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  systems  of  road  management  through¬ 
out  the  United  States:  to  make  investigations  in  regard  to  the  best 
methods  of  road  making,  and  the  best  kinds  of  road-making  materials 
in  the  several  States:  to  conduct  experiments:  for  the  employment  of 
local  and  special  agents,  clerks,  assistants,  and  other  labor  required  in 
the  city  of  AAshington  and  elsewhere:  for  collating,  digesting,  report¬ 
ing,  and  illustrating  the  results  of  such  investigations  and  experi¬ 
ments:  for  preparing,  publishing,  and  distributing  bulletins  and  re¬ 
ports:  for  necessary  office  fixtures  and  supplies,  apparatus,  and 
material.":  telegraph  and  telephone  service,  traveling,  and  other  neces¬ 
sary  expenses,  and  to  enable  him  to  assist  the  agricultural  colleges  and 
experiment  stations  in  disseminating  information  on  this  subject, 
thirty-five  thou.sand  dollars.
